Washington, D. C, Dec. 11, —Two 
s|)eeehes on the Ilay-Pauuccfoto treaty 
wore made in the o.vocutive session of 
the United States iSeuato today, one by 
Senator Bacon in opposhion to the 
1.n>aty, and the? other by Senator Ciil- 
loni, llio prosp"etivc chairiiian of the 
coniuiittoo on foreign relations, in sup- 
port of it. 

'Mr. B.ncon replied to the upeteli mado 
yesterday by Senator J»dge. lie suiu- 
nied iij) his objections in the statciiieiit 
that ho could not freely accept any 
treaty which does not place the Isthmian 
canal entirely under United States nus- 
I>ice,s and I'uited States eontrrd. This 
he said, the iiending treat. v docs not do, 
nor does it do any thing like it. It did 
not l)y long odds aceomplish ■what had 
been accepted l)y the Scnato amend- 
uicuts made to tbe Ilay-Pauucofoto 
treaty at the last session of Cougri'ss. 
Tho Davis aiucmlnient, ho said, bad 
uibrogated all the objectionable provisions 
of tho treaty ns natrotiated, and it did 
not matter what provisions there were 
in the agreeinont so long as the United 
States wero authorized as they were by 
tho principal Davis amendment to pro- 
cure tho maintenance of the canal by 
their own force. 

Tlio only reply," ho said, "that tho 
advocates of tho treaty make to criti- 
. ism is tliat the canal would bo under 
tho full contnd of tho United States in 
time of war; but this is no more true 
now thiin under the old treaty." 

Ko contended that the only power 
given to tho United States, which was 
not given to Croat Britain •\vns found 
the last sputeuco of .regulation two, 
oviding that "Tlif United States sbiill 
lie at libertv to maintain such military 
polii-o along the canal a« may toe •liecefi- 
y to protect it against la-wlcssness 
unci disorder." 

Tliis, ho said, was not suflleiont to 
make tho can.il n United Stateis iustitii- 
ion, and if the Davis nmcndiuent had 
been necessary to render the original 
treaty iiecept a.ble it was equally ncccs- 
sarv in this instancf. 

In eoiii'lnsioii Mr, Bacon nnnonneed 
that wliilo he had uo intention of voting 
for the trcfl.ty, lio would do nothing, to 
obstruct its Tatilioation. 

•Senator Cullorn congratulated the Sen- 
ale and the couutr.v tii>ou tho fact that 
llicro aro two tilings in connection with 
tin^ new treaty, iijion whloh, he said, 
praclicaJlv all are agreed. One of thcso 
was the desirability of sitjipression' Of the 
Clavton-Bulwcr treaty, and tho Other 
that of the necessity for the construc- 
tion of an Isthmian canal. 

Ho contended that tbe new treaty jirae- 
tically changes the conditions iiresenled 
by the lirst Ilay-l'anneefoto treaty, 
<denrly relieving it of the necessity of 
such an niuondment as tliiit made to the 
old treatv upon tho suggeutiou of Sena- 
tor Davis, because tho treaty it,selt will 
permit tbo L'nitod States under inter- 
national law, to own, manngo nnd de- 
fend the canal in any way that it may 
choose. 

"In other words," ho added, "in a war 
with Croat Britain or with any other 
power the treaty would bo suspended 
under the law which govorns nations 
until the war should bo concluded, •when 
it would Ibo revived and again enforced,"' 

ilo iidniitted that the new treaty re- 
tains tbe general principle of neutrali- 
zation as did the original Ilay-PatiiRO- 
foto trenl.v, but ho urged that it does 
not ro-enact, or keep alive any of LjJJ 
provisions of the treaty of 1,S."jO. While 
it retains tbo doctrines of neiit.raliza- 
lion, the iirovisioii making that releii- 
t'on, iiiiiilies, the senator coiitonikMl. to 
all nations alike, but to none of them 
for any longer time than they obseiTC 
Ihe regulations prescribed hy tbe Uuiled 
St ites. When Ihey shoiild' fail in this 
idisc>rvanee we coidd close the canal un- 
d. r the terms of the' treaty, .VII nations 
vMcihl !■(> treated on terms of faiDiess 
and equality by isllowing aM to Use tho 
canal in time of peace and snutting out 
all in timo •of war in case it should bo 
found desirable to do so.

construeted. It is not clear, however, 
that this settles the route of Ijio Canal, 
for wo take it that there will bo only 
one ami not two intor-o<'eauic water- 
ways in that part of the world. The 
st.-itiis of the Panama euteprise is sncii 
that lit is a very formidable i-onipetitor 
to tlie iNlcarngnaii prnjeid. Indeed if it 
were not that that certain American 
citizens have been for some time iul(>r- 
esteil ill ihe latter, anil lliat llie people 
of that country had come in a measure 
to rcg.-ird the national jirestige to be 
in some way hound up in the completion 
of an iiiiilei-lakiii-.' liy way of .\iearagiia, 
no one would for a niomi-nt i-i.niemplate 
a waterway there, now that tho fcasi- 
liility of 11 rente by way of I'uimina has 
been demonstrated. 

The advantage iu favor of the Pana- 
ma route are several. In the tiist place 
it is shorter; next it is already partialUy 
fonstnicted: next from a transiwrtati'm 
|)oint of view it is just as good as the 
rnirte via Nieara^-ua, anil iie.xl there is 
an exiellent liarlior at each terminus, 
which is not true of the other route. A 
('onimission apiiointed by the Congress 
of the rnilo<l States rejiorted that the 
Panama roiile was sliorler, elieaper ;ind 
safer, ami liirected a t ten I inn lo the f 
that the .-ipproach to the termini of the 
.N'ieuragua route <'an only be kept open 
by contimions dredging. 'Ilio leading 
inemliei- of the Comniission said il would 
he lieitcr to iiiirehase iIk. ri-liis of the 
I l-'rench company at I'aiiama for 
iMiO,<MKI, the price asked, and go on and 
(•(Uiiplete tihc work, rather than under- 
take llie .Viearagua pio.jecl. The other 
I ( 'ouiinissioners lliou.i.'lu the iiriee too 
high, so tliat the only iiueslion hetweeii 
thetii was not as to the (lesirnbiHty of ac- 
quiring the Panama entert)rise, but the 
prico ilint oie.'lil to he jiiiid for it. .\[. 
Iliniii, who represents h'lench interests 
at rauania has called upon I'res dent 
Koo.sevcit and offered the undeirtakiiig 
for sale. Tho question is therefore in 
Ihe open lield of (lisiMission, and thero 
is no lioiiht that a liai-_'aiii wouhl re.-wlily 
be struck, if it were not for the pre- 
judice above mentioned in favor of the 
Xicnrairiin pix)joct. The <'ourso before 
the T'nited States is absolutely free from 
olist niiiions, unless some n urea sonahle 
Iiiihlic niei: raise them. Politacally and 
in every other way. it would he better to 
acquire tho Panama work' and complet* 
it, for if this is not done, ;iii(l the Nic- 
aragiian eiitcrpi-ise is carried through, 
there is a prohabihty t.hiit hVance wouhl 
feel in duty bound to come in some 
way to the rescue of her i)Coplc who 
have put up tJie iiHiuey for llio work at 
Paiiania. and agr(!e to a>^.isl in liiianeing 
.it through, which would surely lea<i to 
a dispute sooucr or later with the United 
Stntes. 

Tn theii- r"port the riiited States Com- 
missinners spe.-ik of the nentraliity of 
ihc Canal, aud we qwtlc what they .«;ny, 
Jbecaa.<ie it is substantially identical with 
■what the Colonist -said, when commont- 
ing niMiu the term.s of the new treaty: 
"A canal, not neutral, to be defeiiileil hy 
the lUiiited Slates, whether by fortifica- 
tions on land or by the navy at sea, 
would be a source of weakness." This 
seems to us such an obvious proposition 
that we are amazed at tlio suggestion 
of opposition to the treaty from even 
such ifirebrauds as Senator MorRan.
